Cassino fell to a pincer move- 
ment which began at dawn on Wed- 
nesday and by noon had cut the 
German route along Highway 
Six. British and Polish troops 
fought their way into primary 
Gustav Line strongholds which had 
resisted capture since January. 

Marshal Kesselring’s 1st Para- 
chute Division was trapped. Accord- 
ing to an official spokesman, it has 
lost more than half its fighting 
strength. 

In six days of bitter battles the 
Allies captured 7,000 German 
troops, 1,500 at Cassino. One 
regiment of the 15th Panzer Grena- 
diers and the 376th Regiment of 
the 305th Division were also 
severely mauled. 

The Germans abandoned or de- 
stroyed great quantities of equip- 
ment, but the headquarters and 
artillery of the Ist Parachute Divi- 
sion, which were located in the 
rear when the battle started, got 
away. 


ABBEY RUINS 


It was clear for a few days, 
according to the Allied spokesman, 
that the German position at 


Cassinv would soon. be untenable,)

In the Liri valley British troops 
of the Eighth Army, now linked up 
with the Fifth, have driven forw 
a mile and a half west and south- 
west of Pignataro. Their spearhead 
is less than five miles from the 
strongest Hitler Line defences across 
the valley. 

Aerial photographs indicate that 


Liri valley alone has more than 200 
large bunkers and about 70 pill- 
boxes and minor concrete emplace- 
ments. All houses have been 
demolished to provide a clear field 
of fire.

MESSAGE received last night 
from Larry Allen, an Associated 
Press correspondent, just 
released from a prisoner of war 
camp, and despatched from the 
repatriation ship, Gripsholn, at 
Barcelona, said:— ;

In all. heavily-bombed German 
cities there was considerable 
destruction, but all the way from 
the Polish Corridor to Marseilles, 
continued Allen, he did not see one 
single railway station destroyed or 
seriously damaged.

In this case the newspaper reports 
agree that lack of proper equip- 
ment, combined with a shortage 
of water, hampered the gallant 
efforts of the amateur fire-fighters 
to rescue the victims, and that, by 
the time when a comparatively 
well-equipped crew arrived—from 
Westport, twenty-four miles away 
—the damage had been done. 
Without a full acquaintance with 
the facts, it would be wrong to 
draw a moral; yet the sad incident 
is bound to act as a stimulus 
to the deliberations of the 
special Inter-departmental Com- 
mittee which, as the Minister 
for Local Government recently 
reminded us, has been established 
to consider the Cavan Tribunal’s 
recommendations on the subject 
of a nation-wide scheme of fire- 
fighting. 


Overcrowding 


Mr. Louis O’Dea, President of 
the Incorporated Law Society, 
snatched yet another hope away 
from the job-hunting youth in a 
speech the other day. The legal 
profession, he said, was over- 
crowded. Parents and guardians 
would be:well advised not to put 
any new entrant forward for 
a profession which—unless the 
aspirant had influence, or was in 
the line of succession to an old- 
established business—might offer 
no more than “ respectable starva- 
tion.” There were 1,400 solicitors 
in Ireland, said Mr. O'Dea, and 
that was quite enough. The story 
is depressingly familiar. Ireland 
has enough medical men; and the 
newly-qualified doctors who are 
turned out from the medical 
schools, probably in hundreds, 
every year must go abroad in 
order to earn a living. Account- 
ancy examinations are made 
steadily more difficult, so that only 
the best candidates will be sieved 
through ‘to join the already 
crammed ranks of the profession. 
The legal profession. is over- 
crowded; but what profession is 
not? The only one into ‘which 
almost any candidate is welcome 
is: the teaching profession, the 
charms of which are tarnished 
somewhat by the meagre pay and 
the lack of social standing. On 
the one hand, then, we have a 
rush of young men and women 
into a few. professions with very 
limited vacancies; on the other, 
we have a “ flight from the land,” 
The balance, obviously, is dis- 
turbed. What can restore it? 
Possibly one remedy is that life 
on the land should be made not 
only more remunerative for the 
ordinary Jabourer, but more 
attractive for all classes by the 
provision of improved rural hous- 
ing, recreation and the like. 
Perhaps, too, craftsmanship ought 
to receive more recognition than 
it enjoys at present. The problem, 
at any rate, is a serious one. 
Unless it is solved, and the balance 
restored, a real social crisis may 
result.
